Within a few m in­ 
utes, it was taken in hand b y the 
ground crew and a t 8 :56 a. m., was 
walked into its hangar. The 22 pas­ 
sengers were a t the windows of the 
ship as it came to earth, waving 
flags in answer to cheers from the 
throng b elow, many of which had 
waited at the field all night. Ground 
Officer Hans Von ^chiller was the 
firs t to em erge from the dirigib le, 
passengers and memb ers of the crew 
following after the ship entered the 
hangar 
With its landing the dirigib le com­ 
pleted a round-the-world trip—Fried 
richshafen to F riedrichshafen— in 20 
days 4 hours, 18 minutes. 
The Zeppelin previously had f.own
